WASHINGTON, May 30.—The great vic- 
tory achieved by Admiral Togo was the 
principal topic of discussion to-day in of- 
ficial circles. 

Admiral Dewey exhibited the greatest

The secret of the remarkable gunnery 
of the Japanese Navy was revealed yes- 
terday by a retired officer of the United 
States Navy.

| hours that the American schooner was 
able to reach the finish line. Up until 


that time there was no sign of any other 
}contender for the trophy, and it seemed 
likely that Capt. Barr would have an ad- 
vantage of fully a day over his nearest 
rival. 

The time caused astonishment every- 
where. In spite of the head winds against 
which the boats had to contend for near- 
ly thirty hours at the start,- and which 
enabled them to make less than two hun- 
dred miles during the first day, the At- 
lantic had completed the passage of 3,020 
miles in twelve days’ time. Had it not 
been for the falling off of the wind in the 
last twelve hours she would have com- 
pleted the passage at least six hours 
sooner, while with favorable breezes 
from the start it is likely that eleven 
days would have been her passage time. 
This is considered to be a remarkable 
showing for even so wonderfulia boat as 
William Gardner has produced. 

The average day’s run made by the At- 
lantic was 250 miles in direct line. The 
average in knots per hour would be 
slightly over ten, while allowing for the 
distance which the boat was compelled 
to sail out of her course, she must have 
logged easily ten and a half knots during 
the entire time.

On board the Atlantic with Wilson 
Marshall, her owner, was a party of six 
friends, who had been invited to actom- 
pany him on the trip.

F. B. Downs. To them the race will be an 
occasion that must remain in their mem- 
ory while life lasts. They are all well- 
known clubmen in New York, enthusiastic 
yachtsmen, and thorough sportsmen. Al- 
though their trip was believed by many 
to be fraught with possible danger, be- 
eause of the forced sail that the yacht 
would carry and of her heavy rig, their 
position was one that all envied.

Alfred Marshall, Wilson's brother, re- 
| ceived the news of the victory by tele- 
phone at his home, in Mamaroneck, and 
was-much elated. He said that the vic- 
tory was not unexpected, if the time was, 
though his faith weakened somewhat dur- 
ing the past two days. He had received 
from his friends a present of a _ nine- 
foot private signal of the Atlantic, in an- 
ticipation of a victory, and to-morrow _ he 
will carry the flag on his steamer Le- 
vanter, in the New York Yacht Club 
races at Glen Cove. He expected a cabla 
from his brother announcing the ar- 
rival, but up to a late hour none had 
been ‘received, which is explained by the 
news dispatches that the yacht kept on 
to Southampton without stopping at the 
Lizard.

METROPOLITAN MAY FIGHT 


Hopes to Retain Part of Taxes for the 
Years When Realty Was Not As- 


sessed at Full Value.

WASHINGTON, May 29.—By a unani- 
mous decision the United States Supreme 
Court to-day affirmed the decision of the 
New York State Court of Appeals in the} 
franchise tax cases, involving about $24,- 
000,000 of taxes due the City of New York. | 
The decision was given from the bench by | 
Justice Brewer, who later in the day) 
handed down his written opinion. 

The ground is taken broadly in the de-| 
cision that the grant of a franchise does | 
not imply a relinquishment of the power | 
to tax the thing granted. The court holds |; 
that if the State conveys land or issues | 
bonds it may tax the land or the bonds. | 
To secure exemption from the payment of 
taxes on lands, bonds, or franchises the | 
grantee must be able to show an express | 
contract by the State to the contrary. 

Great interest was manifested in the 
decision owing to the magnitude-of the| 
interests involved. The circumstance that 
President Roosevelt, while Governor of | 
New .York, signed the franchise tax law | 
and was urgent in its support also gave 
the matter additional interest among the 
President’s friends. 

Justice Brewer in his decision said that 
it was not contended by the plaintiff in 
error that there was any constitutional 
object'on to the taxation of franchises. 
He said the main contention was that 
this tax legislation impaired the obliga- 
tion of contracts, and added: 

“It must be borne in mind that pre-| 
sumptively all property within the terri- 
torial limits of the State is subject to its 
taxing power. 

“It would not be doubted that if a 
grant were made of specific, tangible 
property like a tract of land and the 
payment therefor was a gross sum, no 
implication of an exemption from taxa- 
tion would arise. Whether the amount 

‘ was large or small, greater or less, if the 
payment was distinctly the consideration 
of the grant, that which was granted 
would pass into the bulk of material 
property, and like all such property be 
subject to taxation. Nor would this re- 
sult be altered by the fact that the 
payment was to be made annually in- 
stead of by a single sum in gross. If it 
was real estate it would be equivalent 
to the conveyance of the tract subject 
to ground rent, and the grantee taking 
the title would hold it liable to taxation 
upon its value. If this be true in refer- 
ence to a grant of tangible property, it is 
equally true with respect to a grant of a 
fronchise, for a franchise, though intan- 

' gible, is none the less property and often- 
times property of great value. Indeed, 
growing out of the conditions of modern 
business, a large proportion of available 
property is to be found in intangible | 
things like franchises.” 

Tax Not Greater Price. 

Discussing the contention that when the 
public grants a privilege on condition of 
the payment of an annual sum, the con- 
tract-implies that the public shall exact 
no larger amount for that privilege, and 
that to impose a tax is simply increasing 
the price which the grantee is called upon 
to pay for the privilege, he said: 

‘““We are not disposed to undervalue the 
force of these situations, but it would be 
giving them undue significance to hold 
that they are potent to displace the power 
of the State to subject to the burdens of 
taxation property within its limits. The 
word tax not infrequently used in a 
fenerail sense as denoting a burden or 
charge, and not in a strict legal sense of 
a charge or burden imposed boy the State 
for the purpose of revenue for its sup-| 
port.”’

HITS GERMAN: COAL TRUST. 


Law Passed Restricting the Shutting 
Down of Mines. 


BERLIN, May 29.—The Prussian Diet 
to-day passed a law forbidding owners to 
shut down coal mines unless in cases 
where it can be proved that the mines 
have been operated at a loss, 

The law is the outgrowth of conditions 
which arose about a year ago, when the 
coal syndicate was reorganized with fixed 
allotments for each mine instead of the 
old system assigning increased allotments 
for each new shaft sunk. After the re- 
organization the strongest companies 
bought a number of the smaHer. mines 
where the costs of operation were rela- 
tively high, shut them down, and mined 
their allotments at their own pits. This 
caused a considerable loss of employment 
in some districts, compelling the miners to 
migrate to districts where the most pow- 
erful companies were situated, 

The law passed to-day empowers the 
Government Boards of Mining Inspectors 
to order resumption of work at any mine 
which has been idle for six months, pro- 
vided it can be shown that the mine can 
be operated profitably. If the owners 
refuse the boards can institute compulsory 
process. The owners have the right to 
abandon their property to the State if 
they are unwilling to continue operations, 
or the State can as a last resort dis- 
posses the recalcitrant owners,

Two of those approved to-day amend 
the raflroad law. One, Senator Page's, 
authorizes the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment of any city to enter into 
contract in behalf of the city with any 
corporation owning or operating a street 
railroad for the purpose of adjusting 
any differences between such corpora- 
tion and the city with respect to car 
license fees, percentages on gross earn- 
ings, rentals, and any other payments 
other than taxes on property and capital 
stock, payable or claimed to be payable 
to the city under acts of the Legislature 
or municipal ordinance. — 

The purpose of this bill is to enable 
New York City to compromise its claims 
with the street railways in order to 
avert the endless litigation and delay in 
the operation of the franchise tax that 
otherwise would be inevitable.

Higgins to-day 
dismissed the charges made by George 
Von Utassy of New York City against 
Superintendent Kilburn of the State Bank- 
ing Department for the failure of the lat- 
ter to close the Merchants’ Trust Com- 
pany of New York City two years ago. 
The Governor took this action after the 
receipt from Superintendent Kilburn of a 
statement answering the charges. The 
Governor in dismissing the charges made 
this statement: 

‘“* Reading Superintendent Kilburn’'sstate- 
ment in connection with the charges, and 
after consultation with the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the counsel to the Governor on 
the legal questions involved, I have de- 
cided that the Superintendent of Banks 
acted in the matter in accordance with 
law, and exercised proper judgment and 


prudence in so doing. The charges against | 


him are hereby dismissed." 


Superintendent Kilburn’s statement says | 


that when he cntered upon the task of 
having the company relieved of some of 
its loans and securities, that, in his opin- 
ion, was a much wicer course than an at- 
tempt at that time to put the company in 
the hands of a receiver. He said that an 
aggregate of $2,219,000 of loans had been 
retired, and that he also had the trust 
company relieved of a guarantee of $750,- 
000, making a total of nearly $3,000,000.
